The Descendarte cf the Men of 1685 &esembie im 
New Yorkto (elebrate the Revocation of the 
Edict of Nantes- Seeretery Bayard In- 
troduc.s6 Series of Resolutions. 


New York, October 22.—Many descendants 
of the Huguenots met this afternoenin the 
church Du St. Esprit, to celebrate the bicen 
tenniel of the revocation of the edict of Nantea. 
Jobn Jay presided. Secretary of State 
Bayard, S. Thomas, Jr., Charleston, 8. C.; 
Charles W. Duping, Bridgeport, Conn.; Morey 
Hale, Buston; Bishop Stevens, Charleston, S 
C.; Henry Gourden, Charleston; Profsssor 
Demorest, New Brunswick, N.J.; Dr. C. M. 
Baird, Rye, New York; Daniel Ravanel, 
Charleston, 8. C., and Hon. Richard 8 Athers, 
New Rochelle, N. Y., were among the de 
scendants present. Thechurch services con-

The Indian Forces Preparing to Iavade 
The baw’s Kingdom, 

CaLcurta, October 22.—The contingents of 
the Indian army from Madras and this city 
are being rapidly transported to Rangoon, 
where the expeditionary force is being assem- 
bied for the invasion of Burmah. The Bur- 
mere governmontis actively preparing to re- 
sist the edvance of the British troops.

After the 
council the principal peaceadvocate, Konwoon, 
telegraphed the Burmese dolegate at Paris 
the details ot the discussion of-the council. 
Notwithstanding the active preparations of the 
Burmese forces, the British officers expect that 
the cani peign in Burmah will bea short one.

The Journal De St. Petersburg, commenisizg 
on the Roumelian question, saas Prince Alex- 
ander appears to ignorethe fact that his 
submission to the powers is a duty created 
by the treaty of Berlin, and says no intention 
on the pert of Bulgaria to return to 
tLe status quo ante. It regrets the action of 
Servis and Greece in ordering formidable 
‘rmamenis, and declares that Russia, more 
than any other power,must prevent fratricidal 
contests inthe Balkans. Tho Journal is the 
most pronounced inits denunciation of Bal- 
geria for having brought about the present 
state of aflairs, and says: ‘'The powers are 
uneniious in the desire to restore the status 
quo ante, and although such action is bristling 
with obstacles and pitfalls, this unanimity 
justifies the hope of success.” 

The Journal des Debats says Austria and 
Russia have egresd that personal union shall 
be granted Buigavia and Eastern Roumelia;

Forming a Combiration Agatast Higher - 
Wages for Their Employes 
_PHILADELPHIa, Ostober 22.—At today’s sas- 
ston of the annual convention of the naticasl 
wholesele drug sesociation, Secretary Mar- 
riam received a communication from the Ohio 
state pharmaceutical association, stating thet 
a number ot delegates had been appointed to 
represent tho asseciation im the con 
aud asking that the proper privileges be ac- 
cordedthem, The request was granted. The 
rebate plan and its application to the dr 
business was ciscussed, and George A. Kelly 
Pittsburg, read & resolution adop 
b the Chicago drug, paint and 
oil association, declaring that the spirit of the 
rebate plan should not be violated, and re« 
questing the wholesele druggists to refrain 
irom euch violation in towns where they are 
not legitimately engeged in the drug trade, or 
in carrying on @ general drug store. President 
Kline and others discussed the report, and 
the recommendations of the board of control 
in reference te the sale of proprietary 
gocds by the wholesale druggists were 
adopted. A, H. Jones, chairmaa 
of the committee on legislation,read a lengthy 
report,. stating that the committee, 
according to precedent, had endeavored to se- 
cure the jotai abolition of all internal revenue 
taxes, but had failed. The committee taougat 
it was for the association to determine whether 
the wholesale druggistasheuld ask for the 
total abolition or tur a reduewion, or whether 
they should only ask for free spirits for manu- 
facturing purpeses. After a protracted dis- 
cussion, the report was referred to the board 
of control. James Richardson, of 8t. Louis, 
thought a uniform system ought to be adopted 
by the wholesale druggista, and offered a 
resolution, which was uvanimously adopted, 
declaring it the sense of the association that 
no more time should be granted on sales than 
thirty deys, avd no more discount than one 
reentfor cash within ten days. The fol- 
owing resolutions, recommended by the 
board of control, was also adopted: 

Ri solved, Theat ne member of this avsociation 
shall offer any superior financial inducement to 
recure the services of any salesman or traveler ia 
the ey p'oy of any other house connected with 
this ars« ciation. 

Resolved, That the solicitation or purchase of 
retailing tre de by au offer of railroad ps-ses aad 
paid beard bils is a practice un businesslike aad 
demoralizing utterly unworthy any first class 
di. ggist, 22.0 a Coufession of inability to compete 
fairiy and honestly. 

The commitiee on annual dues offered two 
reports. The majority report recommended 
e regular sseesement of $10 for current ex- 
penees, and suggested that the plan for the 
extra assessment of $5 be referred to a special 
com mittee of five, which should be instructed 
to make a report at the next annual mectinog. 
The minority report was in favor of levying 
this $5 extra assessment, the same to be used 
for benevolent purposes. Definite action on 
both reports was indefinitely postponed, éx- 
cepting so much of the msjority report as re- 
ferred tothe annual fee of$i0. Thename of 
the sssociation is changed to the national 
wholesale druggists association. 

At the afternoon session, J. C. Eliel, Min-

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PRISON REFORM. 

The fourth national prison con: ress has 
just been ended at Detroi', Mich.; the tifth 
corgrees will meet next fall in this city. 
Prieons and county jaiisin all their variety, 
prison labor of various forms, prison statist 
ics and priton reformatory movements con- 
stituted the subjects of discusison in the re- 
cent congress. The universities furnished 
such members as l’rofessor Francis Wayland; 
literature sent Charies l)adiey Warner, and 
Ohio contributed ex-l’resident Hayes. The 
personnel of the averege prison concregs is 
in facta little superior to the personnel of 
the other congresa, even if the subject of its 
labors ranks in magnitude and immediate 
importance below the work of the offizial 
bedy. 

Tie prison reformers say, in substanc>, that 
while the object of imprisonment is prima- 
rily and chietly to deter others from the com- 
mission of crime, yet thera is room for re- 
formatory ork emong the prisons aod the 
criminals themseives. They say that prisons 
should be properly constracted, and that 
Nght, and warmth, and pure air should be 
found inthem. People consizsed to prisons 
should not be consigned to overwork, starva- 
tion, bad p'umbing or other forms of slow 
death. They further say that prisoners 
Bhou'd be so trained in prison that when 
they are re eased they will cease to ba dan- 
gerons members of society. Under, some 
prison systems a prisoner becomes more hard- 
ened, and desperate, and vicious, aod skillful; 
in others, he ix tanghta trade and receives 
mera! and re}) cious instraction, aad ia put in 
8B way tolead a batter life, if indeed there is 
any chance of changein his character. Al!

Vieregarded in the one case, and utilized ia

The citizens of Tarrytown, New York, are 
puzzling their heads over a romantic affair 
with an interesting legal question growing 
out of it. 

A young and dashing Episcopal ciergy~ 
man, a newcomer in the yillage, became ec- 
quainted with a young girl in an humble 
rank in life. He was very attentive to her, 
and in the course of time asked herto marry 
him. Thinking ita joke, the girl gave her 
consent. later the clergyman told her that 
it wasa binding promise. One evening he 
repeated to herthe marriage service of the 
Episcopal church, getting her to make the 
responses. lie then told her that they were 
married and there was no way of getting ou! 
of it. Fortunately the gtr! had plenty of 
good hard sense. She refused to believe in 
the legality of such aceremony. The lover 
then filled out a marriage certificate, signed 
it himself and got a New York lawyer to 
sign to its correctness. He tried in vain to 
induce the girl to sign it, and finally, ina iit 
of.anger, tore it up and left town.

Tbe mugwump organs are very fond of 
quoting the declaration of |’resident Cleve- 
land that public ollice isa publictrnst. Itis 
a ceclaryation that is axiomatic, and coming 
from a democratic president, who desires to 
reform the public service, means soniething.

THE OLD COURTHOUSS JANITBR 
BREATHES HIS LAST, 


Heis Struck dhthe Head With the Sharp Edge of 
ant Axand Lirgers a Month and Dies—Carter 
Cotton, Who Struck t>s Blow, is Ar- 
festead~—The Particulars Thereof. 


Vine Ware, the old colored porter at the county 
courthouse, is dead, 

He died last night about eight o'clock. 

Ware’s death places another murder trial on the 
criminal docket of the superior court. 

His death was due to a murderous blow with an 
ax inflicted by Carter Cotton, the old man’s son- 
in-law. 

Vine Ware lived at No. 12 Dover street, a short 
street running west from Haynes to Tatnall street 
Cotton resided next door to his father-in-law, and 
up tothe time of the difficulty with the old man 
had been a peaceable, quiet, orderly negro. 

HOW HE WAS HURT, 

On the night of the 16th of September, Cotton 
went to his home and, soon alter entering the 
house, began quarreling with his wife, The quar~ 
réi bad its origin in the fact that Cotton's stipper 
was not ready when he reached home. Both Cot~ 
ton and his wite are high tempered, and the con.« 
troversy, at first mild, grew greater as it pro- 
greseed. Finally Cotton lost his temper and 
threatened to whip his wife. She defied him to 
do 80, and incensed at her defiance he arose and 


started toward ber. The woman had nerve enough 
to continue the tight, and 
PICKING UP A STICK 

threw it at her husband. Cotton 
slow and closed with the woman. Just at this 
instant Wiure,who had heard the loud, harsh 
words, rushed in to see what was the trouble. 
Seeing the man and woman struggling Ware did 
Lotstop toask what was the cause of the diffi. 
culty. but rushing forward he tarew them apart. 
By this time Cotton was theroughly aroused. Hea 
was beside himself with passion, and in the great 
excitement under which he was laboring he 
sprapg to a corner of tbe kitchen, and picking up 
an a> ordered the old man to leave 

“Not til) you are quietand I know 
trouble,”’ responded Ware. 

STRUCK WITH AN AX, 

As Ware was delivering this message Cotton was 
advancibg upon him with theax raised above his 
head inathreatening attitude. When he came 
clcse to the old man Cotton let the ax descend, 
blace foremost, but-after theax started dowaward 
he evidently regretted what he was doing, and 
etiempted tostay its progress. In this be was 
only partially successful, but at the same time it 
prevented the sharp blade trem cleaving the old 
eordy head open.

nearthetopof the forehead, on therlght side 
The scalp and the skull were opened by tie lick, 
and the old man dropped to the floor limp, and 
for the time lifeless, 

The blood began quickly to ooze from the 
wouvd. This. with the prostrate body before 
him, awoke Cotton,to the hienousness of the 
crime, and dropping the axe he skipped out. 

Oldman Ware remained uvcouscious but a few 
minutes and then obtaininga hack was driven to 
Drs. Westmoreland & Howeli’s office where Dr, 
Dan Howell and Dr. Westmore'and. Jr , examined 
and dressed the wound. At that time 

THE WOUND WAS CONSIDERED SERIOUS 
but not davgerous. The old man was driven 
back to his bome where he was well cared for and 
in a few days he was out. Theu Carter Cotton 
repented, and fullof regret came back home and 
pave himself up, A case was booked sgainxst him 
at police headquarters and he was then released 
upend bis own recognizance, asit was then thougat 
that Ware weuld recover. The old man was 
never able toattend court and the case against 
Cotton was never disposed of,

pyitapeLruia, Pa., October 23.—Colonel 
¥ravk A. Burr, of the Philadelphia Times, 
pas finished his memorial volume of the life 
of General Grant. The chapter concerning 
the differences between General Grant and 
President Johnson, 1s very interesting and is 


in part as followe: | 

It would (appear that General Grant's interest 
in Mexican affairs kept coming back to plagua 
him during all the bsisterous times of Johnsoa’s 
administration. General Sherman acd admiral 
Ammen doth tell most interesting stories, Ad 
Ammen takes up the narra- 

tive by saying: “While I was atill 
the euest of Geperal Grant, at his own 
‘house, General Sherman appeared one morning 
before breakfeet, wheu General Grant, with a 
twinkle in his eye, asked: ‘What are you doing 
bere, Sherman? Do you know that, under exists 
ing laws, your leavivg your station without my 
gutbority subjects yon to grave penalties?’ 
‘Yes,’, replied Sherman, ‘that is very true; but I 
bave come on here upou & telegram [rom the pres. 
ident,sad bave calied to see you to find out waat 
is in the wind.’ 

‘YT never inquired of either party the status 
which seemed to me to be explained by subse 
quent events.”’ P 

GENERAL SHERMAN'S STORY. 

Gereral Sherman now, in speaking to me of this 
incidenvt, *ays: 

*{ reeall very clearly being called to Washington 
by a telegram from President Johnson, during his 
trouble with congress. 1 did not know what was 
goiug ov, but | came to Washivgton as rapidly as 
possible, and immediately went to weneral (irant’s 
house to find out. When we #ere together [ asked 
bim what wasup His reply was tbat he did not 
know. but that there was something going on. He 
seid there was a disposition in tnecanvinect te get rid 
of him. The proposition had beea made to sead 
bim to Mexiecy, but he had determined not to go. 
He said he w. uld stand a courtmartial first. Gen- 
eral Grant orged that it wasadipiomatic mission, 
and one under which he con!d not be sent under 
tbelaw. Hesaid if they wanted to send thearmy 
down there witb bim at tae head, that was a very 
different thing, but that he could not be ordered 
by the secretary of war upon any diplomatic miss 
sion whatever After this I said to him: 

‘**Well, what do they want of me?’

“‘Aiter this conversation I went over imme: 
diately and called upon the president without 
visiting Secretary Stanton, or any other member 
of the cabiuet. The president told me figally 
that they were going tosend Lew Campbell as 
moinister to Mexico, seccredited to the Juarez goyv- 
ernment; and that it wasthought best to secd 
General Graptalong wita him, that his high po- 
sition and his kuown dship for Mexico 
would give this act high siauding, and place our 
ministerin a Commanding position with tue 
goverumeut to which he was accredited

The answer came that hs was 
either at BE) Paso, or near Monterey. I then said: 

‘*'Mr, President, why doyou wast to send Gen- 
eral Grant upor thisservice?

THE ALLEGED “*CONSPIRACY,”’ 

Gercral Graut’s differences with Andy John- 
£0D, were continuous, without an open contlict 
during alt his term as president, -and as the diffl- 
culties between Grant and the president grew, 
General Grant wasinformed that au arrangement 
was being made in Maryland for the organization 
of a force to support the president 
in case there was an open rupture Detween 
himeeif and congress. He directed the 
officer commanding in Washington at the time, to 
send a trusted officer into Maryland to ascertain 
the strength of the force, aud woat was being done 
in the way of arming and drilling them. It was 
the duty of the first officer sent to ouly report as 
to the streneth of the force, and he performed 
that duty. and his present recollection {3 that the~ 
militia force did not exceed 5,000. After 
this officer bad reported upon the streugth and 
jocation, another officer Was dis- 
paiched, who reported tpon its ppecra- 
tions, how it was handled, ets.
